Censuring Alternative 
Is Proposed for Nixon 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
- 
Republicans 
opposing President Nixon's impeachment Thur­ 
sday proposed an alternative of censuring him 
for “negligence and maladministration" while 
permitting him to remain in office. 
Rep. Paul Findley, R-I1I., introduced the cen­ 
sure resolution in the House while Rep. Delbert1 
R. Latta, R-Ohio, circulated a petition urging 
the Rules Committee to permit a vote on the 
motion as an option to impeachment at the close 
of the House debate later this month. 
Although 
promoters 
of 
the 
effort 
acknowledged 
they had 
little 
chance 
of 
prevailing, they said they felt it offered a choice 
to troubled members, And they gained the sig­ 


nature of House Republican Leader John J. 
Rhodes on the petition. 
Rhodes is thought by some members to be 
leaning toward impeachment. He is scheduled 
to announce his position Monday. 
A censure motion would have no legal effect 
on the President, but would foreclose impeach­ 
ment and a Senate trial. As an expression of 
House sentiment it could, perhaps,. hamper 
Nixon's effectiveness as President for the 
remaining two and a half years of his term. 
Findley's resolution cited Nixon's “great 
achievements in foreign policy,’’ but con­ 
tinued :

sent word he would turn over 
the rest next week.

notes taken by his aides 
during conversations recor­ 
ded on the tapes. 
As 
the President

secluded in his hideaway 
office across the street from 
the White House listening to 
more recordings, he sent two

Judge John J. Sirica's court 
with originals and copies of 
13 more tapes he has already 
reviewed 
The delivery brought to 33 
the number of tapes Nixon 
has surrendered to Sirica in 
compliance with last week's 
Supreme Court order that he 
turn over all 64 tapes sub­ 
poenaed for use as evidence 
at the W atergate cover-up 
trial of six form er key Nixon 
aides scheduled to begin 
Sept 9. 
“We intend to tender the 
balance to the court by mid­ 
week next week.”

Use of two Widely Used Pesticides Suspended 
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WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
The 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency 
Friday ordered a halt to production of 
the two most widely used pesticides in 
the United States because it said they 
pose an imminent hazard of cancer 
and other illnesses. 
The pesticides, Aldrin and Dieldrin, 
are 
most 
often 
used 
around 
agricultural crops, such as corn, but 
have also been applied for termite con­ 
trol and mothproofing. 


The EPA said there is strong eviden­ 
ce the chemicals are in the food supply 
and have found their way into tne body 
fat of most Americans. 
The order suspending manufacture 
of the pesticides is effective in five 
days, unless the sole manufacturer 
—Shell Chemical Co. —or one of the 
sellers 
requests 
a hearing. 
That 
hearing must then be held as quickly 
as possible-' 
The agency said it was taking the 


action now because, despite a hearing 
on the matter which has dragged on for 
nearly a year. Shell intends to begin 
manufacturing more than 10 million- 
pounds of the pesticides Sept. 1 for use 
during 1975. 
EPA Administrator Russell Train 
said, “ I find that a situation exists in 
which the continued manufacture of 
Aldrin and Dieldrin... will likely result 
in unreasonable adverse effects on 
man and the environment.v

Saturday Sermon 
Fugitives 


By DR. EDGAR T. CHRISEMER, 
Pastor Transfiguration Lutheran Church 


In the shadows of the under growth 
surrounding a church, 100 arm ed men 
crouched silently, waiting for the sun to 
rise. When dawn came, they could see the 
entrance to the building guarded by two 
young men, one armed with a rifle and the 
other with a pistol. 
A light plane appeared overhead, circling 
above the early morning mist. Through a 
bullhorn someone called on the garrison in 
the church to surrender. There was no 
answer. 
As the plane withdrew, an Army 
half-track roared up and police officers and 
F 
B. I. men jumped from their con­ 
cealment and raced after the armored car. 
A few moments later they burst through the 
gates of the Christian Conservative Church 
of Louisville, 111., and disarmed the sentries 
without firing a shot! 
They seized 100 rifles and the real object 
of their assault: 18-year-old Pvt. Dion 
Davis, accused of desertion from the U. S. 
Marine Corps! 
There are always some people who run 
away from life! 
They withdraw from the world and shut 
themselves off into a little kingdom of their 
own. They seem to rule absolutely over all 
they survey ; but their whole empire can be 
surveyed at a distance of a few feet! 


When men are deserters from life and its 
responsibilities, nothing matters to them 
but their own comfort and security. They let 
“The rest of the world go by” because they 
are w rapped up in themselves! When a man 
hides from seeing human needs, he hides 
from, God. 


It is true however that a '‘man’s home is 
his castle” ! It is 
and ought to be — a 
haven of refuge. Yet the old castles were not 


only fortresses for safety, but a launching 
pads for adventures into life beyond the lof- 
ty towers! > 
So often a man's castle becomes his 
dungeon! Many a man stays home nights 
because he has the house to himself! - 
The great tragedy of our modem world is 
that we have learned to split the atom 
before we have learned to unite humanity! 
People who live to themselves are often 
left to themselves! OUr life is expanded and 
enriched through others. Society is a part­ 
nership which allows no "silent” partners! 
The welfare of an individual cannot be 
separated from the welfare of society! 
One spring morning in 1904 John Dietv 
heard a roar that brought him running from 
the barn. He shouted with anger and dismay 
as he saw a river of logs thundering through 
his dam on the Thomappie River! The 
shouts of the lumberjacks running nimbly 
over the logs brought him to fury. 
Riding into tow-n. Dietv stormed into the 
office of the logging company and deman­ 
ded payment for the 'use of his dam. The 
officials pointed out that though the dam 
was on his property, they had a legal right 
to open the gates. 
"You’ll never flat another log across my 
property!” Dietv declared and stomped out. 
Close to the dam, Diety and his family 
built a stone fort with rifle openings. For the 
next six years he and his family, with 
amazing marksmanship kept all deputies 
and lumberjacks at a safe distance. 
Meanwhile millions of feet of lumber 
nudged against the booms of Cameron 
Dam. Then in 1910 an army of 60 deputies 
captured Diety and he was sent to prison. 
Then years later he returned home and 
saw his fight had been needless — the tim­ 
ber was all gone from the ravished forests!

Brewster Conviction 
Reversed by Court 


WASHINGTON fU PII - A 
federal appeals court Friday 
reversed the conviction of 
former Sen. Daniel B Brew­ 
ster, D-Md , on charges of 
taking money from, a lob­ 
byist trying to influence 
postal legislation. 
The decision ordered, a 
new trial for Brewrster on 
two counts of a charge that 
while he was a member of 
the Post Office and Civil Ser­ 
vice Committee, he accepted 
$14,500 in illegal gratuities 
from Cyrus T. Anderson, a 
lobbyist for Spiegel. Inc. a 
Chicago mail order house 
which opposed higher postal 
rates.’ 
Judge Malcolm R. Wilkey 
of the U.S. Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia 
said in the opinion the jury 
that convicted Brewster in 
1972 did not get sufficient 
instructions to explain the 
legal 
difference 
between 
bribery 
and 
illegal 
gratuities. 
He called the instructions 
given by U.S. District Judge 
George L. Hart Jr., who 
presided, "indigestible.” 
"WTe find.” the court said, 
"that the trial judge failed in 


his conscientious effort to set 
forth 
a clear and com­ 
prehensible st andard for the 
jury to make the difficult 
tripartite distinction afrnong 
receiving bribery payments 
receiving 
' illegal 
gratuities ... and receiving 
legal normal campaign con­ 
tributions.”

Unemployment Rate 


Up Slightly in July 


WASHINGTON ( U P I ) — ■ 
Unemployment rose slightly 
to 5.3 per cent in July and 
Treasury Secretary William 
E. Simon said Friday the 
nation will have to get used 
to a mild upward trend in 
joblessness. 
“ For a time, we will have 
to live with slightly more 
unemployment 
than 
we 
would like, but it will not 
have to be a large amount.” 
Simon told Congress* joint 
economic committee. 
Simon said he was much 
more concerned with “ the 
cruel, 
indiscriminate, 
insidious tax of inflation” 
and 
offered 
one of the 
bleakest estimates vet given 
by 
an 
administration 
economist of what it will 
take to control it. 
“ 'Let me emphasize; he 
said, "that this fight against 
■ inflation 
will 
take time, 
years of it. There are no 
shortcuts, 
no 
acceptable 
quick solutions.” 
Meantime. 
President 
Nixon urged Congress to 
create a “ Cost of Living 
Task 
Force” 
that would 
monitor wages and prices 
without formal enforcement 
powers as part on the fight, 
against inflation. 
The 
L a b o r 
Depart­ 
ment's monthly employment 
statistics showed the unem­ 
ployment'* rafe had risen 


from. 5.2 per cent of the labor' 
force in June to 5.3 per cent 
in July, an increase so small 
that statisticians regard it as 
insignificant. 


In absolute terms,, 4.9 
million persons were unem­ 
ployed in Ju ly out of a total 
labor force of 86.3 million. 


The main factor in the 
fractional increase seemed 
to be a sharp rise in teen-age 
unemployment from 15.6 per 
cent in June to 16.2 per cent 
in July. This more than off­ 
set an increase in the num­ 
ber of women holding jobs

unemployment remained a

among black workers than 
whites, with 9.4 per cent of 
eligible blacks unemployed 
compared to 4.8 per cent 
among whites.

SAG PAULO <U P I)'-D e ­ 
spite official optimism, state 
Health 
Ministry 
sources 
warned Friday that a deadly 
meningitis outbreak raging 
in south Brazil was probably 
on the upswing and not yet 
under control. 
The outbreak, centered in 
the Sao Paulo area, has 
claimed at least 463 lives 
throughout Brazil according 
to unofficial estimates. The 
Brazilian. Health Ministry 
has not given statistics about 
the extent of the disease and 
censored local press reports 
on the epidemic. 
Uruguay closed its border 
with Brazil Friday because 
of the meningitis outbreak 
but

denounced

unneccesary.

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Is Retirement Something to Look Forward To? 
Couples Face Hardship Trying to Live on Fixed Incomes

Mr. and Mrs. Russell Marks. 258 Chestnut St.. have 
lived on a fixed income of $218 a month since 1969 
And they say they're fighting a continuous losing bat­ 
tle with monthly biils. 
The rent on their small first floor apartment is $105 a 
month. Utility and insurance bills raise this figure to 
$140. 
Mrs. M arks said although she uses food stamps. $44 
must go for food and $15 more is spent on household 
items. 
With what rem ains at 'month’s end. and barring 
unforeseen expenses, they may have enough money to 
see a movie. 
Only by carefully watching every penny do the 
Marks’ and many other couples on fixed incomes 
manage to survive within a budget that at best won t 
allow for luxuries and often denies necessities. 
“My husband and I are supposed to be on special 
diets." Mrs. Marks said, “because he has a heart con­ 
dition since a heart attack forced him to retire in 1967, 
and because 1 recently became ill. 
“Rut who can afford special foods? We can’t even 
buy meat more than once or maybe twice a. week. 
“Clothes are a problem, too. 1 go to rummage sales or 
to the Salvation Army sometimes. Many of my things 
come from, relatives.” 


M A IN T E N A N C E 
Their apartment must also be maintained, but there 
is seldom money for elaborate renovations. 
The living room couch, which collapsed a month ago, 
is propped up with plywood. The reclining chair, which

Ready Pool Bills 


State Sen. Edwin G. Hbll 
and State Rep. William H.

legislation requiring a fence 
or wall at least four feet high 
around a swimming pool.

FOUR FOOT HIGH 
If a swimming pool holds 
more than 18 inches of water 
at its deepest point, it will 
have to have a fence or wall 
at least four feet high around 
it, according to Sen. Hall's 
bill. 


The senator's measure 
will apply to any outdoor 
pool, in or above ground. 
Gates or doors in the fence 
or wail would have to be 
equipped with self-latching 
devices 
mounted on the 
inside. 


“It is a necessary safety 
measure,” Holl said. “The

“ I don't know what we’d do without that relief,” she 
said... “ W’e need a great deal of medicine and Russell 
has to go to the hospital every two or three weeks to 
have a checkup" 
Two years ago they decided low cost housing might 
be the answer. They applied for an apartm ent in Pott- 
sgrove Towers. 
Shortly after applying Mrs Marks said a vacancy 
opened up. but it was on the ninth floor. 
“I couldn't see taking a room that high with Russell's 
heart condition.” she said. 
“We also w’ould have had to pay rent for both our 
present apartm ent and the one at the towers for a mon­ 
th,” added her husband. “ It was the start of the month 
when, the offer was made and I was committed, to 
paying the rent here. At the time we were almost, out of 
money and decided against 'the 'move.,** 
DECLINING 
Marks said, however, since refusing the offer, his 
finances went from bad to worse, adding this year so 
far is the most difficult. 
“This year the rent was raised $25 and that was 
almost the final blow.” Marks said. “Before that we 


had a little leeway but now it’s becoming impossible. 1 
don’t have money for a haircut half the time. As fast as 
the money comes in. it goes out.” 
Marks said he believes moving to Pottsgrove Towers 
would greatly ease the problem. 
“We were told our rent at the towers would be S49 a 
month and that would certainly make life a lot easier,” 
Marks said. 
Since the M arks' annual income is below the $4.200 
m aximum required for entrance to Pottsgrove Tow ers, 
there would be no decrease in their social security 
paym ents... They would also remain on Medicare and be 
able to use the state medical card. 
“That would .solve most of our problem s,”' Mrs. 
Marks said “ Now we just have to wait to get an ap a rt­ 
ment on a low floor.” 
But there are 200 other applicants waiting to live in 
Pottsgrove Tow-ers, according to Mrs. Ruth Shaner, 
executive director of the Montgomery County Housing 
Authority, and each has problems similar to those of 
Mr and Mrs. Marks 
“Couples with fixed incomes living in homes and 
apartments are finding it harder and harder to hang 
on" Mrs. Shaner said. “This is why such a shortage of 
space exists a t the towers and at every similar project 
in the area.” 
Of Pottsgrove Towers, which the housing authority 
operates. M rs. Shaner said, “It’s a good project, with 
few problem s, The town helps the people there and 
they in turn help the town by having fund raising 
activities and donating the profits to charity. We sim ­ 
ply need m ore facilities like it" 
E N J O Y A B L E

Building or buying a new- 
home is out of the question 
for m any Pottstown area, 
resid en ts because of the 
tight 
m ortgage situation. 
But 
n ew 
dens, 
extra 
bedrooms and bathrooms 
and screened porches are 
being added to many homes. 
The remodeling market is 
making up for work lost on 
new homes, according to 
Edgar C. Opperman. builder 
and remodeler, 1457 W. Hof- 
fecker Road, North Coven­ 
try. 
“Our work usually entails 
adding the missing bedroom 
and bath, or a den — that 
nice extra room they like.” 
he said. 
“Quite a few people are 
going to the screened porch, 
which is nice in the summer 
and 
handy 
for 
winter 
storage,” he continued. 
The remodeling trend is

Remodeling and building 
additions to existing struc­ 
tures dominate’s Miller’s 
business these days, but he 
said he prefers the smaller 
jobs to building new homes. 


PAYMEN 
“ I can’t complain about 
people not paying for the 
remodeling and additions,” 
he noted. 
Miller said many people 
are building laundry rooms 
to get the washer and dryer 
out of the basement and 
avoid carrying loads of 
clothes up and down stairs. 
Others are finishing their 
basements for extra room, 


or adding dormer windows 
to attics and redecorating 
the attics for additional 
space. 
The length of time builders 
must spend meeting town­ 
ship 
req u irem en ts for 
building is a hindrance and 
source of frustration, Miller 
added. 
Another problem in the 
home improvement business 
is giving accurate estimates, 
he said. 
“ I t ’s 
h ard 
to give 
estimates because the cost 
of materials goes up nearly 
e v e r y 
w e e k ,,’’ 
M iller 
explained. 
“ The cost of 
aluminum siding want up 16 
per cent in the last three 
weeks.”

Mr. and Mrs. Harvey Angstadt. who moved into the 
complex three years ago, are paying $29 less rent a 
month than they did before and find they can afford 
“little luxuries" impossible in the past. 
“We used to have an apartment on Second Street. 
The rent was $90 a month and we couldn’t live with 
that,” Mrs. Angstadt said. “We were on fixed income 
and couldn’t keep pace with the costs. I had to look for 
cheaper foods and cut back on buying many things we 
needed. 
“ If we’d had to stay there much longer I don’t, know 
how we would have made it. Pottsgrove Towers helped 
a. great, deal financially and we enjoy living here 
im mensely.” 
Mr. and Mrs. George Trace, also residents of Pott­ 
sgrove Towers for three years, said they were glad 
they made the move not only for the financial aid but 
for the social environment. 
“ In our case, the fixed income wasn’t hurting us too 
badly when we lived in an apartment in Stowe.” Trace 
said. “Everybody can use extra money, of course, and 
Pottsgrove Towers provides some saving, but we 
moved more because we wanted to live in Pottstown. 
“The decision payed off because this is a wonderful 
place to live. It’s convenient. The people are nice. 
There are card games and bingo, and singing festivals, 
and we take three or four trips a rear. Things couldn’t 
be better.” 
The 200 persons on the waiting list hear comments 
like these and become even more anxious to obtain an 
apartment at the towers. 
But today there is no prospect of more housing for 
the elderly in Pottstown. 
And for couples like the Marks', authorities can offer 
little advice on how to survive on a fixed income.

Batik and Tie Dying: Homemade Masterpieces 
They're fun - easy - and b e a u tifu l!

A re y o u r 1 i v i n g room wal Is 
a little on the dull side0 
Do your draperies lack 
pizazz? 
Are your table settings 
less than terrific? 
There is an inexpensive 
way to solve your decorating 
problems. 
With hot water, dyes, wax 
and fabric anyone can 
create exciting, economical 
home decorations. 
The ancient techniques of 
tie dye and batik can be 
mastered easily by today’s 
i m a g i n a t i v e h o memaker. 
according to instructors. 
Both p rocesses are 
methods of resist dyeing. 
The patterns produced are 
achieved by making it 
impossible for the dye to 
reach certain areas. 
In tie dye this is formed by 
reserving som e areas of the 
fabric by knoting. folding, or 
gathering and then binding it 
with string or thread. 
In batik, this is accom­ 
plished by waxing over the 
parts of the material where 
the dye is not desired 
After each dye bath, the 
fabric can be untied I or the 
wax removed ) and retied (or 
waxed) in other places to 


vary the color and create 
blendings, or to presera 
color mother areas, 
SIMPLE PROCESS 
The processes are simple 
but there's an infinite num­ 
ber of possible patterns, and 
designs. 
Mrs. Betty Wolfsperger, 
former instructor of tie 
dyeing for the YWCA. 
explained. “Even beginners 
can create beautiful things 
Many of my students made 
tablec loths. napkins, even 
borders on draperies.” 
The tie dve process 
involves selecting colors for 
the material and preparing 
dyes according to package 
directions. Decide if the 
design will be circles, 
stripes, squares or other pat­ 
terns. 
Fold the material to 
achieve the pattern you want 
(N ote accom panying 
illustrations ». 
Next, wrap string or rub­ 
ber bands tightly around 
certain areas of the cloth or 
garment, It must 'be wound 
very tight so the dye will not 
penetrate these areas. 
Then the fabric is ready 
for its first dye bath. To 
create an orange red. white, 
and yellow pattern, for 
example, prepare yellow

There are special batik 
waxes but paraffin and 
bees-wax equally mixed can 
'be used. Paraffin can be pur­ 
chased in any supermarket 
and most craft stores cara 
beeswax 
To produce a batik, the 
shop owner said, melt the 
paraffin and beeswax over a 
double boiler. The wax must 
be kept. hot. while working. It 
is then painted on the Fabric 
with a brush. 


A "tjanting” tool, is help­ 
ful. whe noted, It is a small 
'bowl with a handle. 'The end 
is tapered to a small hole to 
control the flow of the wax. 
It. helps produce fine lines 
and textured effects. 
After the wax is applied, 
the fabric is placed in a 
prepared dye following the 
ma n u f'ac t u. re r * s di red ions, 
making sure the solution is 
cool before dyeing or the 
wax will melt and destroy 
the design. 
After dyeing, the fabric is 
drained by placing it on 
several, sheets of newspaper 
spread on a. flat surface. 
Then it is hung up to dry. 
This process is repeated 
depending upon the number 
of colors desired in the pat­ 
tern. 
The wax can then be boiled 
out of the fabric by placing 
the m aterial in boiling 
water, stirring, then 
plunging into cold water, 
shaking off the loose wax. 
Finally, wash and. dry the 
fabric in the usual way. 
“Tie dying or batik work 
framed in metal modem 
looking frame.," said Don 
Thompson, "can be a major 
work of art."

To begin, with,, let’s suppose 
that West leads the K-A and 
another club, which declarer 
ruffs. South enters dummy with 
a heart and plays the queen of 
spa,des. When East, fallows low, 
South decides that he has a 
better chance of making the 
contract by an endplay than a 
trump finesse. 
Accordingly,, he goes up with 
the ace of spades, cashes two 
more hearts, and exits with a 
trump. There is no escape for 
West. He must lead a diamond 
or yield a ruff and discard by 
returning a heart. Either way,. 
South avoids the diamond loser 
and makes the contract. 
Now let’s go back to trick one 
after West leads the king of 
clubs, on which East should 
signal with the queen to show 
that he has the jack. West can 
see that if he continues with the 
ace he may eventually run, into 
an endplay, so he leads the 
three of clubs at trick two in an 
effort to forestall it. 
When East wins the club with 
the ten, he does not have to be 
an Einstein to realize that 
another club lead would be 
ruffed by declarer. He also 
realizes that West’s sole pur­ 
pose in underleading the ace of 
clubs at trick two is to get East 
to play a diamond at trick three. 
So East returns a diamond 
and South must inevitably go 
down one.

The statem ent came from 
the township solicitor who 
advised the board of super­ 
visors the m atter is more a 
problem for the individual 
residents than a concern of 
the township 
The issue centers around 
the fact that 22 families in 
the development have had 
either low water pressure or 
no water at all in recent 
weeks. 
All of the residents get 
their w ater from private 
wells and many of these 
people alleged their water is 
being siphoned away by two 
la rg e r 
w ells owned by 
D ouglassviH e W ater Co. 
which supplies water to 
Amity Gardens, an adjacent 
development. 
The solicitor argued the 
residents had not gathered 
s u f f i c ie n t 
p ro o f th at 
siphoning is taking place. He 
also said the m atter is not 
really the concern of the 
township because “ the issue 
is not of substantial interest 
to the township as a whole to 
m erit intervention.” 
“ It is not to the point 
where there is a township 
w id e 
re s p o n s ib ility * . 
Municipal water is not being 


used. Each person in the 
development must therefore 
be responsible for his own 
w ater.” 
One resident of Sunrise 
Hills raised the question of 
what constitutes an issue in 
which the township will take 
action. “ Is it just a question 
of num bers0” the resident 
asked “ Is it that we are just 
too sm all an amount of 
people to deal with?” 


"No. definitely not,” the 
solicitor said. "It is far more 
than 
n um bers. 
It’s con­ 
ditions. 
duration of the 
problem, and magnitude of 
the issue. It is also the 
q u e s t i o n 
of 
w h e th e r 
som ething is or is not 
causing a m ajor health 
hazard.” 


The solicitor, however, 
proposed two steps toward 
solving the problem without 
township intervention. He 
su g g ested the residents 
a rra n g e a 
meeting with 
o fficials from the w’ater 
company. 
He also recommended if 
the m eeting failed that the 
township might supply an 
engineer to determine if 
w ater from the wells is being 
sip h o n e d . 
The solicitor 
added, 
how ever, such a 
m easure might be judged 
too expensive by the super­ 
visors. 


William LeGrande Jr., a 
su p e rv iso r, 
advised the 
residents to have a meeting 
with the company and the 
township would research the 
cost of hiring an engineer for 
the project . 


*i think we should have 
engineers look into the mat­ 
ter to determ ine if the expen­ 
se is worth having all the 
taxpayers bear the cost of 
this project and decide on a 
course of action at our next 
m eeting,” LeGrande said. 
“ But, let ’s hope you can set­ 
tle the m atter between your­ 
self and the company." 
This proposal was agreed 
to by the supervisors as well 
as by a company official 
attending the meeting. No 
definite date was set for the 
meeting, however. 
The spokesman for the 
water company also said the 
company is willing to supply 
free w ater to Sunrise Hills 
resid en ts who are tem­ 
porarily without water. 
“ Many wells are going dry 
due to the drought.” he said. 
“And, until we get some 
rainfall to fill the need, we 
are ready to supply water to 
any resident in the develop­ 
m en t 
if 
th e y 
a re not 
receiving any.” 
He said this would be 
possible by running hose 
lines from a house with 
-water to one that does not 
and by pumping water to 
th e se 
houses from the 
D o u g la ssv ille 
pum ping 
facilities.

Held for Speeding 


H A R R I S B U R G

legislators 
who want the 
state police to stop catching 
speeders

radar traps and unmarked

have been arrested

The three, who introduced 
legislation last month to bar 
hidden radar and unmarked 
cars, are Reps. .Amos K. 
Hutchinson,

from Westmoreland County.

were ticketed at

from speeding arrests. 
Their legislation, now in a 
House committee, would for­ 
bid concealed radar speed

hats 
while 
patrolling 
and 
require 
posted 
signs 
where 
un­ 
marked cars are patrolling. 
Hutchinson, 
the 
chief 
sponsor of the bills, was 
stopped twice on the turn­ 
pike and given written war­ 
nings before he received a 
ticket and a $15 fine on July 
17. In all three eases he was 
caught by a concealed radar 
trap 
“ Radar shouldn’t be hid­ 
den,” he said “They have 
them in the woods, behind 
pillars, sticking out behind 
bridges. We already have 
sign saying radar is there, 
why shouldn ’ t it be out in the 
open?” 
Hutchinson said the series 
of bills was prompted by a 
July 4 trip to New Jersey 
where he noticed signs war­ 
ning motorists of unmarked 
cars patrolling. 
He said he received the 
ticket after the bills were 
introduced and the tw-o other 
incidents were not connected 
with his sponsorship of the 
bills. 
Petrarca, while co-spon­ 
soring 
Hutchinson's 
measures, also introduced a 
separate bill to require all 
state 
cars, including the 
state police, to have exterior 
decals. 
Petrarca was ticketed for 
speeding last February by 
an unmarked police car. 
“I 
don’t 
believe 
in 
unmarked cars," he said in a 
telephone interview. “We re 
not in the market to make 
money. We’re in the market 
to save lives. More cars that 
are marked helps people to 
help 
themselves. 
Drivers

Federal Aid 


In Drought 


By United Press International 


South Dakota and Ohio 
Friday joined the growing 
list of states seeking federal 
aid because of a killer 
drought that has severely 
crippled the nation’s crqp 
country, 
causing 
an 
estimated 
$6 
billion 
in 
losses. 
Kenneth 
Rush, 
P r e s i d e n t Nixon’s chief 
economic adviser, said the 
1974 drought also will mean 
higher prices at the super­ 
markets. “ Food prices will 
be somewhat higher,” he 
said. “It will not be as good 
as we had hoped and expec­ 
ted.” 
Administration 
officials 
had hoped for bumper crops 
which could drive down 
prices. 
Gov. Richard Kneip of 
South Dakota and Gov. John 
J. Gilligan of Ohio asked the 
federal 
government 
to 
declare portions of their 
disaster 
areas 
of drought con­ 
states 
because 
ditions. 
Kneip said crop losses 
were total in some areas and 
extremely high in other por­ 
tions 
of 
South 
Dakota. 
Gilligan said the drought 
already 
had 
destroyed 
one-third of his state’s com 
and 
soybean 
crop 
and 
expressed concern for the 
farmers. 
On Thursday, Iowa Gov. 
Robert 
D. 
Ray 
asked 
Agriculture Secretary Earl 
Butz to declare Iowa a 
disaster area so farmers hit 
by the drought could seek 
federal assistance. The state 
damage estimate, presently 
at $1.6 billion, will go higher, 
Ray predicted. 
The

across the country: 
—Illinois: Corn crop cut 
an 
estimated 
half-billion 
bushels; state’s crop produc­ 
tion down by “25 to 30 per 
cent.” 
—Indiana: 
Agriculture 
expert says state already 
has lost millions of dollars 
and if rain came now it could 
be a case of “too little too 
late”. 
—Kansas: State's dry land 
com has matured to the 
point that rain now cannot 
help it. Farmers predict a $1 
billion 
loss. 
Many have 
applied for disaster relief 
payments. 
—Missouri: 
Agriculture 
Commissioner is conducting 
statewide a survey to deter­ 
mine 
the extent of the 
drought. As of now, he said, 
the farm er’s are in bad 
shape. 
— Nebraska: Nebraska 
drought damage estimate $1 
billion. One of the first states 
to seek emergency funds 
from the federal govern­ 
ment. There is talk of a zero 
yield in Nebraska this year. 
—New 
Mexico: 
Gov. 
Bruce King has declared a 
state of emergency in his 
state where range land is in 
the worst condition since it 
began keeping records in 
1922. 
—Oklahoma: The drought 
and the cattle-killing disease 
anthrax has forced farmers 
to market in hopes of getting 
what they can —even if it 
means a loss. 
—Texas: Texas has repor­ 
ted a $2 billion loss because 
of the drought. 
—Wyoming: The hay crop 
in portions of Wyoming is 
almost completely lost, and 
ranchers in some counties 
have sold 30 per cent of their 
livestock, duplicate to b-wire 
points

It finally 
did, but only after losing the 
famous battle cruiser Hood, 
with a great loss of life, and 
because of blunders on the 
part of the German com­ 
mand as well as a number of 
bits of luck that allowed the 
British to be in the right 
place at the right time 
Ludqvic Kennedy's book 
about that great sea chase 
and battle is an excellent 
reconstruction of those eight 
days, made even more grip­ 
ping by the fact that the 
author him self was serving 
on one of the ships seeking to 
destroy the Bismarck 
K ennedy’s book begins 
slowly but starts to build up 
momentum as the author 
fills in detail after detail of 
th e 
d r a m a 
t h a t 
was 
developing on both the 
British and G erm an sides. It 
culminates in a shattering fi­ 
nale which saw the Bismar­ 
ck sent to the bottom at last 
while h er few survivors 
“ floated about the Atlantic 
with only 1 if e-belts between 
them and eternity” .and then 
“ the cold cam e to their han­ 
ds and feet and heads, and 
one by one they lost con­ 
sciousness, and one by one ■ 
they died." - 
As he 
sketches in the 
major details of this sea 
dram a — which by its con­ 
clusion had cost the lives of 
more than 4.000 British and 
German sailors — Kennedy 
also nicely fills in the small 
touches th a t remind the 
reader that these were real 
men engaged in very real 
battle. He observes that as 
the British searched for sur­ 
vivors of the sunken Hood 
they found in the floating 
debris “ a m arine’s hat with 
the num ber RMB X738onit" 
and that as the Bismarck 
'began to go down some sur­ 
vivors gave "three ‘Sieg 
Heils’" while others “sang 
the national anthem, and 
then they went over the 
side."

Making Is 
Less Human?

hile the footiooseneis 
of-Americans as pi­ 
oneers was a source^ 
of vitality and charm, today's 
rootlessness is cause for alarm. 
Great numbers of Americans 
fed. unconnected, to either 'peo­ 
ple or places and throughout 
much of the. nation, there is a 
breakdown, in 'Community iv-

ing. In fact, we .are: 'confronted, 
with a. .society that is coming 
apart at 'the seams. 
To explore this, major phe­ 
nomenon of our times I made a. 
number of trip, to U.S. towns 
.and citi.es 'that had attracted, my 
curiosity. In my research. 1 'Con­ 
ducted. samplings involving a. 
few hundred people. 
My exploration has led. me to 
believe that at least. 40 million. 
Americans now lead, feebly 
rooted lives. We are 'seeing so 
deep .an upheaval of life pat­ 
terns that we are. becoming a. 
nation of strangers. Not all 
Americans who find, themselves 
uprooted or isolated are “nuts'** 
or even, convention-breakers. 
Many aren’t fleeing conventions 
but just, moving to or being 
transferred to a new area. But, 
for 'whatever reason, 'when. a. 
person 'finds himself caught, up 
in. an element of a society that 
is fragmenting with unusual, ra­ 
pidity, the: experience has a pre­ 


dictable impact, on bis or her 
life-style. 
Six kinds of impact seem par­ 
ticularly noteworthy; 
First there is a. tendency for 
people to do things “they 
wouldn’t, normally do back 
home.” For some, this lessening 
concern for the 'consequences off 
one's actions can seem liberat­ 
ing., For others it can. wmm dis­ 
quieting. 
A 30-year-old salesman, now 
living in California, was one 
who seemed more uneasy than 
liberated. He recalled, 'that in, 
Canada as, a. boy he knew every­ 
one in his neighborhood, 'but 
that in. California he knew none 
of his neighbors. And he added 
as a genera! comment, “There’s 
no' morality here and I guess it 
is ¡because nobody knows .any­ 
body, SO' that you can get away 
with stuff you 'Couldn’t in the 
old days.” 
Consider some apparent 
symptoms of this new lessening 
off concern for the consequences 
off one’s behavior. 
• Personal bankruptcies tri­ 
pled during a, recent ten-year 
period. 'What is most note-' 
worthy is the increasing casual- 
ness with which, 'people take this 
.move that once represented .an. 
ultimate: in. humiliation. Two 
possible explanations are 'that 
people who move a, lot may be. 
more prone to take chances on, 
thin, ice:; and instant credit cards, 
issued, 
through 
anonymous 
companies, tend to depersonal­ 
ize one's indebtedness. 
• There, are many causes for 
the soaring U.S. crime rates,, but. 
certainly a. major cause is the 
depersonalization of metrópoli- 
tan .life. People are: far more: 
willing to .steal from, strangers 
and institutions than from per­ 
sonal acquaintances 
witness 


suits, California, is also the 
¡heartland of U..S. rootlessness. 
While for1 the nation, in general 
about 15 percent, of all, doctors 
have faced mal practice, claims, 
in California the figure: is close:

• Finally 'there is the star­ 
tling rise in. premarital and. ex­ 
tramarital sexual relationships. 
This casu.al.ness: about sex .is un­ 
questionably 
related 
to the 
lessened concern for the social 
'Consequences, of “misbehaving.'"' 
'The mobility of families, the 
upheaval of neighborhoods, 'the 
travels of husbands (leaving 
lonely wives 'behind), the ano­ 
nymity of big-city living — all, 
have undennined normal modes 
of social control. 
• 
The lessened 
concern 
about social consequences and 
the lessened awareness of social 
disapproval are also reflected in 
the decline in the permanence 
of marriage. The loosely rooted 
life-style often creates immense 
strains that sour a love relation­ 
ship. And If there .are quarrels, 
there may not be anyone within 
a. hundred miles who gives a 
damn whether or not: the couple 
'Stays. married, except 'perhaps 
small children caught in the 
middle of the quarreling. 
It. is. undoubtedly more than a 
coincidence that the incidence' 
off divorce by regions in Ameri­ 
ca shows, some rather striking, 
similarities to the: American 
Telephone & Telegraph. Com- 
~ paoy’s 'records revealing the in- 
3 ciden.ee off mobility. .AT&T 
I finds that 'mobility in. Western,

“■ Northeast. And, regarding di­ 
vorce, the U.S., Office off Vital.

A, second way that a loosely 
rooted pattern of life affects 
people’s behavior is in their ap­ 
proach to socializing. 'They 
either resign themselves, to' rela­ 
tive alonenem or they tend to 
become adept, at instant' gregari­ 
ousness. 
A man can become a pal for 
two hours, with a stranger he: 
meets on the golf course 'with 
full knowledge 'that, he probably 
'will never see 'the person again. 
'The trick is the knack for affa­ 
bility. The: 'New Gregarious can 
be fairly indiscriminate in their 
selection of new friends, who 


the contrast between life 'in.

• Perhaps, 'too, it is signifi­ 
cant 'that the decline of the 
family doctor has in the 'past 
few years 'been accompanied by 
.an. epidemic of negligence suits 
.against doctora. In many cities 
medical service has become, so 
depersonalized. — .and. an many 
.rootless residents, never come to' 
have a personal relationship 
with a, 'doctor—'that citizens are 
suing the system... It is surely not

Keeping friendships bland and 
readily disconnectable seems 
harder on women than on men. 
They make more effort to keep 
in touch with friends in former 
locations. An oil company ex­ 
ecutive’s wife in Connecticut 
confessed that in her family's 
first few moves, she made really 
close1 friends, “It was painful 
when I had to leave. Now I have 
a tendency not to get so close.” 
Along with this, a new cool­ 
ness is, for many people, com­ 
ing over traditionally warm, 
supportive relationships. There 
is a wariness of involvement. 
People in emotional distress are 
often shunned. When an ac­ 
quaintance dies and it is an­ 
nounced that friends are invited 
to call at the funeral home, 
many wonder if they really 
knew the deceased well enough 
to get involved. 
A couple of years ago an up- 
to-date mortician in Atlanta of­ 
fered a modem solution to the 
“viewing” problem; he built a 
drive-in mortuary where the 
tilted body of the deceased 
could be viewed through a win-' 
dow. People could drive by, per­ 
haps leave a card, and keep on 
going. TJiey didn't have to get 
dressed up. And they didn't 
have to get involved in the un­ 
comfortable business of person­ 
ally sharing grief and offering 
compassion. 
A third distinctive pattern in 
the life-style of loosely rooted 
people is their peculiar approach 
to establishing and furnishing 
a house and buying possessions. 
lames Mills, president of 
Home Fact, Inc., and a consul­ 
tant to builders, was telling me 
about the nesting habits of cor­ 
porate 
transferees. 
He 
ex­ 
plained: “The transferee doesn’t 
want to get zapped. He looks at 
a house strictly as an invest­ 
ment. He’s thinking about get­ 
ting out even before he buys." 
A long-time resident of Dari­ 
en, Conn., explains the kind of 
house the transferee in Darien 
wants: “He wants nothing un­ 


usual about the house. 
It’s 
either a ranch or a colonial-and 
it is typical. Nothing different. 
We don’t have many contempo­ 
rary houses here. The con tem­ 
porary' house is a big risk if 
you are going to move on be­ 
cause it is a house with individ­ 
uality. The transferee knows 
that a house with individuality 
is harder to move in a quick 
sale.” 
The transferee's wife, deco­ 
rating the family’s new house, 
also tends to be careful. For ex­ 
ample, a wife near Schenectady 
who had moved during almost 
every year of her 15 years of 
marriage told me: “In decorat­ 
ing a new home I stay clear of 
vivid or unusual colors that 
would only fit in a certain room.

©body ever wins in a di­ 
vorce,” says JOANNE 
CARSON, the former 
wife of TV star Johnny Carson. 
“You both lose something. I 
think that’s the strongest thing 
that comes through, the fact 
that you’ve both lost. There 
is the agony of picking up the 
pieces. First you have to find 
what the pieces are to put back 
together again. You have to find 
yourself and start all over. It’s 
a very emotional, volatile thing. 
Your emotions are pulled and 
'tied and knotted, up. 
‘"The agonies hit every point 
in your life. There is no way to 
go through divorce easily. I 
don’t care who wants out, both 
people go through their own 
private hells. It touches every 
single part of your life from 
skin to gut level.” 
When people hear that movie 
stars are getting divorced, they 
tend to think, “My, isn’t that 
easy! In Hollywood, they just 
keep marrying and divorcing 
and remarrying.

I needed 
so much to hear all that non­ 
sense because it meant love and 
attention.” 
Actress DYAN CANNON, cx- 
wife of actor Cary Grant, is an 
example of how the bitter battle 
for child custody and alimony 
seems to cause an eternity of 
problems. Since Dyan receives 
no alimony and cannot take her 
daughter out of the country, she 
has accepted very little work 
abroad. She is determined to 
spend as much time as possible 
with seven-year-old Jennifer. 
Dyan remembers her own 
childhood confusion when her 
mother told her about “another 
woman that Daddy had wanted 
to marry. It shook me!” The 
whole idea of previous mar­ 
riages is tough for a child to 
handle. “I wonder how I’m go­ 
ing to tell Jennifer her daddy 
had other wives,” Dyan said.

1 
found out that the only way my 
creativity was going to come out 
was to have the confidence to 
live alone.

I learned then how ex­ 
tremely vulnerable and very 
fragile I am. I had to develop 
strength to fend off the blows!”

mobile towns I examined most 
carefully had a daily newspaper 
of known circulation; whereas 
every single one of the 11 stable 
towns 1 visited had one. In high- 
.mobile areas even the weeklies, 
often have “controlled circula­ 
tion,” meaning that they are 
“free” and are sometimes re­ 
ferred to as advertising “throw­ 
aways.” 
In high-mobile areas that do 
have newspapers, the announce­ 
ments of marriages and engage­ 
ments are skimmed at most, 
whereas in stable communities 
they are still read with consider­ 
able interest. 
A fifth possible characteristic 
commonly found in loosely 
rooted people is an uncertain 
sense; of self.. That at least is the 
conten'tion of .historian Arthur 
Schlesinger, Jr., based on his 
study of recent Presidents of the 
United States. And as a case in 
point he cited Richard Nixon, 
soon after he became President. 
Since Professor Schlesinger is 
not only a historian but a 
Democrat, his view may be 
somewhat partisan. At any rate 
he stated:

carried a particular appeal to 
others who are rootless, section- 
less, classless, mobile. Schles­ 
inger believes this rootlessness 
accounts for the fact, 'that Mr. 
Nixon seems to many an. “elu­ 
sive” figure and has a wavering 
sense of self that he works hard 
to control. Rootless people, he 
added, are often quick to feel 
angry or threatened. 
A sixth predictable impact on* 
the life-style of loosely rooted 
people concerns their values. 
Nomadic individuals tend to 


develop nomadic values. Per­ 
haps most conspicuous is a 
greater tendency to live for the 
moment. This perhaps accounts 
for what one observer calls “the 
new immediacy.” 
The wife of an oft-transferred 
manager in the Northeast said 
most, transients, feel that one 
.learns to live each day as fully 
.as one can and not to worry too 
much about the future;.. Much 
'the same, sen.se; of immediacy 
has swept over the restless and 
high-mobile young. They have 
gloried in their impulsiveness, 
and sometimes called them­ 
selves the Now Generation. 
They have been wary of getting 
themselves committed to any 
long-term 
activities 
for the 
future. 
As historian George Pierson 
has noted: “Flight can be an 
escape from the future as well 
as. the past." This, philosophy 
was neatly summed, up in a com­ 
ment by actor lack Nicholson 
in. the award-winning movie. 
“Five Easy Pieces.” He was a 
West Coast floater. Much of the 
time he seemed to be enjoying 
himself, but at the end, as be 
embarked on a new, seemingly 
irrational move, he explained: 
“I keep moving, not because I 
hope things will get better, but 
because I know they 
will get bad if I stay.”

You read a lot about vitamin 
tablets. You know vitamins 
are necessary in nutrition. 
But how do you choose the 
right kind of tablet? First 
pick one 'that is a vitamin- 
mineral combination.

Finally, if you 
need an extra amount of a 
given vitamin—say, 250 mgs. 
of vitamin C—and the multi­ 
vitamin tablet of your choice 
contains only 90 mgs., don't 
take more multivitamins in 
order to make up 250 mgs. of
